It  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that  exclusive  of  the  amount  of 
Auciion  Duties,  contained  in  the  present  statement,  or  report, 
William  Lippincot.  auctioneer,  paid  into  the  Bank  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  on  the  28th  November  last.for  the  quarterending  SlstOctober, 
1823,  83,749  17;  and  that  John  Harrison,  Recorder  of  Deeds  for 
the  city  aDd  county  of  Philadelphia,  also  paid  into  the  same  Bank, 
on  account  of  office  fees,  on  the  29th  of  same  month,  81*348  24, 
but  in  both  cases,  the  Tellers  certificates  of  deposit,  did  not  come 
to  hand  until  after  the  closing  of  the  State  Treasurer’s  monthly 
report,  for  November.  These  sums,  and  the  sum  of  8250  paid
